Death of Prince Orloff. 
The last arrival from Europe brings intelli- 
gence of the death of Prince OrlofT, a prominent 
ltussian statesman, who has long occupied impor- 
tant public stations. 

Alexei Orlolf, descended from an old anil illus- 
trious family, was born in 1~S7, entered the Rus- 
sian army at an curly aao, nnd after serving 
through the campaigns against Napoleon, became 
uid-de-camp to the Emperor Aleiaailer 1 in 1814, 
nnd colonel of a regiment of horseiguards. During 
the insurrection which followed the accession of 
the Kraperor Nicholas, Orlolf rendered such im- | 
portant services in crushing the rebellion that be 

was at once taken into the confidence of his impe- 
rial mister, and for forty years was the rccipii nt 
of honors nnd emoluments greater than had before 
fallen to the lot of any subject of the empire. In 

1828 he fought in the campaign against the Turks ; 

1829 he negotiated the Peace of Adriannpole; in 
in 1830-1 directed the operations in Poland, and 
subsequently negotiated the treaty of UnkisNfikol- 
lessi between Itussia and Turkey, Iiy which the 
latter agreed to close the Busphorus and the Dar- 
danelles against all ships of war except those of 
Itussia. 

In 1835, in the capacity of Russian envoy, he 
attended the coronation of Ferinatid of Austria, 
and in the year 1844 was constituted the chief of 
the Russian police, a place which he filled with 
fidelity and zeal, putting in operation a vast and 
complicated system, which invested him with ex- 
traordinary powers and rendered him Incalculably

LETTER FROM ANTLER CHEEK. 



[FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.]

Antler Creek, Cariboo, ) 
July 23, lfr'GL J 
Editor British Colonist : — The new 
xiislriot to Ihc N. W. ol An tier is every day 
giving fresh proofs thai it contains an abun- 
dance of the precious metal. In addition to 
the creek mentioned in my last (Lowhee 
Creek), which uttracted a great ru.-h from 
Antler, another discovery has been made in 
Hie same neighborhood, on a tributary of 
Williams' Creek. Yesterday evening num- 
burs of men were seen gliding stealthily out 
•of town, fully equipped with grub, blmikots 
and mining tools, evidently with the inten- 
tion of camping some little distance out, in 
■order to start oil' unobserved at dawn of day 
fur the new El Dorado. As jet but scanty 
part : culars are to hand respecting the same, 
but I have heard fiom good touices that 
nuggets from two to three ounces were taken 
■out by the discoverers. 

LOU II EC CHEEK, 

Discovered by Patterson, Willoughby, and 
■others, /lows into a lake and is about five 
miles fiom Williams' Creek. So lar as 
prospected, about 15 or 20 good claims have 
been located, and the highest prospect lakeu 
•out weighed about ball an ounce in heavy 
•coarse gold. The stream is from six to 
■eight miles in length, and ought more strict- 
Jy to be termed a gulch than a creek, con- 
taining as it does only two sluice-beads of 
•water. Some of the lirst parties who rushed 
oc.l from Antler to secure claims on Lowhee 
passed the mouth without observing it, and 
landed themselves on a larger creek about 
sis miles distant, where, finding from the 
absence of traces of men and mining thai the 
scent bad given out, they hastily retraced 
their steps without prospecting, although 
probably on a better creek than the one they 
were in search of. One of the original dis- 
coverers had undertaken to pilot a body of 
GO or 70 rr. en to the spot, and on coming 



the companies tire not doing; so well, the be J 
rock in many places being deep, and run nut 
be reached without much labor, and expense. 
I was down on Dr. Crane's (formerly of Vic- 
torin) claim yesterday and snw C2 ounces 
washed up from a week's sluicing. This 
claim is situated on a bench 3D feet high, at 
a sudden turn of the creek, and is, I believe, 
an old channel. The dirt is richer 1U0 
feet l ack on the bench than where thay are 
at piesout working; and with hydraulic 
power next season will probably pay from 
200 to 800 ounces a week. About 211 com- 
panies will have Humes on the creek this 
autumn, and some will take out as much us 
S20.000 u'r $30,000. Most of the claims nie 
so huge that they will tuke three oi four! 
years to work out, and many holders, not 
satisfied with the acies they possess, outer- 1 
tain very curious ideas on wbul constitutes 
ii first or second bench. There is no doubt 
but most of the proprietor on Antler deserve 
a good-sized claim for the p ivatious they 
have undergone ; but, as I observed in pre- 
vious letters, Ihey have acted on this idea 
rather too strongly for the prosperity of the 
mining communll) in general. The largest 
nugget thai, lo my knowledge, has been 
found in the Cariboo country weighs eight 
ounces of pure gold, and was taken from 
Edwards & Co. 's claim. Must of the large 
pieces contain quai I/, and although no au- 
riferous veins have hitherto lieeu found in 
the hills, yet the milling talent of Cariboo 
are strongly of the opinion that very rich 
leads exist somewhere near. The. hills 
being covered w lb moss prevent the quartz 
eroppings from being noticed by casual ob- 
serxers, but luree leads and masses of a 
milky, crxstalized quartz have bjen found 
in all directions by prospectors. 

F K' M THE COAST ROUTE. 

Messrs. Pearson, Tompkins, and others 
have arrived fiom the coast by the Bella 
Cuola River lutile, and report very favor, blv 
us lo t tie expenses of cutting a good trail be- 
lueen that point and Alexander. They 
were without without guides and got thiough 
in lil teen days.

Arrival of the " Caledonia." — The 
steamer Caledonia, Cap! F iijtl, arrived from 
New Westminster and Poll Douglas on Sat- 
urday evening last, bringing '20 passengers, 
a small amount of treasure, and 32,000 feet 
of white pine lumber from the Douglas 
mills. The news is no later than that 
brought by the Gtler. A sliuht dilficuily 
occurred at New Westminster between dipt, 
' Frain and the Custom House officials, just 
I previous to the starling of the steamer for 
this place. Capt. Cooper, British Columbian 
Harbormaster, wished lo detain the steamer 
on the grounds, as'lie alleged, that the quan- 
tity of lumber aboard was too great lor the 
capacity of the boat. Capt. Frain, howev r, 
having procured his clearance papers half 
an hour befor ,fell independent, and laughed 
at the efforts of the Harbormaster, and cast- 
ing olT the lines, offered that official a free 
passage lo Victoria. This oiler was not ac- 
cepted ; the Harbormaster stepped ashore, 
and the steamer sped down stream and was 
soon out of the reach of official power. 

Board or Delegates. — A meeting of the 
Hoard of Delegates of the Victoiia Fire 
Department was held on Saturday night at 
the house of Deluge Engine Company. Mr. 
Dickson of the Deluge Company acted as 
chairman, and Mr. Driimniond of the same 
organization was chosen secretary. The 
credentials of delegates from the Tiger and 
Deluge Companies, and the Union Hook tt 
Ladder Company, were read and the mem- 
bets admitted to Beats in the Hoard. A 
committee of four was appointed 'o look 
after the interests ol the department during 
the pas-age of the Fireman's Protection Bill 
now before the House of Assembly, and the 
tho Board adjourned subject lo the call ol 
the chair. It is understood that immedi- 
I by | ately upon the passage of the bill, a new 
election for Chief and Assistant Engineers 
will be ordered.
